AIDS Cases Reported during 1/1/05-12/31/05

Maryland had the third highest annual AIDS case report rate of any state in 2005 (28.5 cases per 100,000
population) and Baltimore-Towson had the second highest rate of any metropolitan area in 2005 (40.4
cases per 100,000 population). The national rate in 2005 was 14.0 cases per 100,000 population.

Laboratory reporting of HIV cases by code existed from June 1, 1994 to April 24, 2007.
Provider and laboratory reporting of HIV cases by name has existed since April 24, 2007.

Maryland is re-reporting code HIV cases by name, therefore, the same person may appear as a code
HIV case and as a name HIV case.

HIV cases reported by name since 4/24/07 may also have been reported as AIDS cases.

Non-AIDS cumulative HIV cases included all HIV cases reported through the end of the period, that had
not been reported as AIDS cases by the end of the period.

AIDS deaths included all causes of death.

The median time from diagnosis to report was one month for cumulative non-AIDS HIV code cases,
15 months for HIV name cases, and five months for cumulative AIDS cases.
